The first man who appeals to have 
interested himself in the deaf-mute 
was Aristotle, I luce hundred and fifty 
years before Christ. After B0W1C 
fruitiest endeavors, this philosopher 
pronounced those beings deprived of 
all intellect and on that account in- 
capable of receiving any instruct ion. 
This erroneous opinion was maintain- 
ed for several centuries, and the deaf 
mule remained condemned to a life of 

ignorance, but to the last century was 

reserved the honor of giving birth to 
the genius who was to make the deaf 

hear and the dumb spook. 

Charles Michael de l'Kpee was born 

at Versailles, France, on November 

24, 1718, lie received in his family 
a true Christian education, which 
bore abundant fruit. Alter complet- 
ing his studies with remarkable suc- 
cess, ho labored for the salvation of 
souls many years. He then under- 
took the work of the intellect ual and 

moral regeneration of deaf mutes. 
llore is tho fact related by bis disciple 
and successor, the Abbe Sicard : 

"Two deaf-mate girls were living 
in their fathor's house in Paris, just

The City of Versailles, France, has 
a statue of Abbe do l'Epee on the 
magnificent pleasure grounds which 
were created by Louie XIV. Another 
statue of Abbe de l'Epee was erected 
in I he garden of the Paris Deaf and 
Dumb Institution, on May 24, 1879. 
It, was made and presented to the in- 
stitution by the famous French deaf- 
mute sculptor, Mons. Martin. The 
pedestal is adorned with three bronze 
lias reliefs.
